Louis had a heavy pall. In the 
city smoke conditions were spotty, 
and some sections had heavier 
smoke than that downtown. In 
general, the smoke tended to re- 
main in the. vicinity where it was 
produced because there was not? 
enough wind to dissipate it. 

The Weather Bureau first record- 
ed smo!-e in St. Louis at 5:30 a. m. 
today. After 7 a. m., the intensity 
was much lesse At 9:45 the 
Weather Bureau decided there was 
not enough smoke remaining in the 
atmosphere to continue the record. 
Other days this month on which 
smoke ‘was recorded were the fifth, 
when there was an hour and 45 
minutes of thick smoke; the four- 
teenth, when there were 6 hours 
and 50 minutes of moderate smoke, 
and last Sunday, when there 'were 
5 hours and 5 minutes of moderate 
smoke.

Soldiers Guard Bridges on 
Reports of Plans to 
Bomb Them — Many 
Students and Dissenters 
Under Arrest. 


BELGRADE, March 26 (AP).—_ 
More than 1000 anti-Axis demon- 
strators clashed violently with po- 
lice tonight in the streets of Sara- 
jevo, the Bosnian town where Gav- 


rio Prinzip assassinated the Aus- 
trian Archduke Franz Ferdinand 
on June 28, 1914, to precipitate 
the World War. 

Simultaneously, police and sol- 
diers battled riotous crowds in at 
least eight points of this capital 
city as Yugoslav public protests 
against yesterday’s capitulation to 
the Axis hourly grew sharper. 
Countless arrests were made, 
mostly among student leaders and 
members of the old Serbian Comit- 
aji of revolutionaries, revived in 
the national crisis, 

Heavily armed guards rushed to 
the bridges over the Sava and Dan- 
ube rivers here when authorities 
received reports they would be 


bombed. 
Diserders All Day. 

There were riotous scenes all day 

around Belgrade schools, students 
taking a leading part in the out- 
bursts. 
British newspapermen were 
called to the Government press of- 
fice and told they would be ex- 
pelled immediately if they contin- 
ued to write about the disorders. 
Their telephone lines were cut off 
all day when they tried to make 
foreign calls, 

First rioting broke out in the 
center of Belgrade at noon, 

Police and soldiers arrested many 
persons and quelled the outbreak, 
which occurred a short time after 
Premier Dragisa Cvetkovic re- 
turned from Vienna, where he 
signed the Axis pact yesterday. 
The fighting started when Axis 
sympathizers attacked a parade of 
students bearing British and 
American flags. The paraders al- 
ready had marched through the 
business district, singing patriotic 
songs. 

The students were mostly from 
secondary schools and formed the 
procession on their way home from 
lunch, 

Meanwhile, high neutral diplo- 

mats in Sofia, Bulgaria, reported 
by telephone that a Nazi attack on 
Greece from Bulgaria had origi 
nally beet set for April 1, but might 
possibly be advanced to start this 
week.

The President’s signature on the 
aid measure was expected to be a 
signal for a new intensification of 
effort to get those dollars trans- 
formed into the necessary supplies 
as rapidly as possible, and to get 
those supplies delivered to Britain 
and American armed forces.

FIREMEN RESCUE 
CRIPPLED YOUTH 
STRANDED ON LEDGE 


Julius Hessel, 15 years old, who 
is partially crippled as the result 
of infantile paralysis, was rescued 
by firemen yesterday from a ledge 
50 feet up the face of a steep bluff 
ow the Mississippi River banks at 
the foot of Dakota street. 

He had gone to the bluff with 
two companions, he told police. 
They dared him to go out on the 
ledge.

mittee on Appropriations late yes- 
terday by the Board of Curators 
in a hearing. The proposed appro- 
priations would be supplemented 
by income from fees, tuition, en- 


dowments, Federa] grants and 4al- 
lowances and miscellaneous income 
and charges, 

During the last biennial period 
expenditures reported by the uni- 
versity totaled $8,403,079, including 
$3,920,475 appropriated. The new 
budget is an increase of $46,271, 

The Curators submitted a pro- 
posed budget of $1,368,503 for the 
Missouri School of Mines and 
Metallurgy at Rolla, a division of 
the university. This included $1,- 
127,500 sought in State appropria- 
tions and the balance represents 
fees and miscellaneous income. Ex- 
penditures by the Rolla school for 
the 1939-1940 biennium totaled 
$976,034 from all sources, including 
$792,500 of appropriations. 

Controversy Over Rolla School. 

In the hearing former State Sen- 
ator F. M. McDavid of Spring- 
field, a member of the Board of 
Curators, and President Frederick 
A. Middlebush of the university, 
emphatically denied charges in leg- 
islative circles that the Curators 
were attempting to minimize the 
importance of the Rolla school or 
ignore its interests. 

These charges cropped up last 
week, when it was asserted in de- 
bate that the board opposed a pro- 
posed appropriation of $150,000 for 
a student dormitory at Rolla. It 
was asserted that the Rolla school 
was “a sort of orphan child” in 
conduct of its affairs by the board. 
McDavid, in reply to a question 
by Representative Robert L. Ew- 
ing of Nevada, said the board at 
all times had worked for the best 
interests of that school. 

“I know that the Rolla School of 
Mines has been fairly treated,” 
McDavid said. “I know that no 
member of the board ig attempting 
to undermine or destroy any depart- 
ment or division of the university. 

“It is easy to make charges,” Mc- 
David continued, “but I give you my 
word that the Rolla school has 
been as well treated as any other 
division of the university, and will 
continue to be as well treated.” 

Former Budgets... 

President Middlebush, at the re- 
quest of McDavid, submitted to the 
committee the budgets requested by 
the board for the Rolla school in 
former bienniums, to show the 
board had sought adequate funds 
for the school. These figures were 
as follows: 

1931-1932 biennium, board re⸗ 
quested $1,408,175; the Legislature 
appropriated $605,000 and the Gov- 
ernor released $497,999. 

1933-1934 — Requested $828,195; 
legislative appropriation, $375,250; 
Governor released $365,168. 

1935-1936 — Requested $864,500: 
appropriation, $400,800, all of which 
was released. 

1937-1938 — Requested $1,062,513; 
appropriation, $635,000, all released. 

1939-1940 — Requested $995,300; 
appropriation, $917,500; Governor 
released $792,500. 

President Middlebugh, in briefly 
outlining the appropriation request. 
of the university, said the enroll- 
ment had been increasing steadily 
and now is about 5700 students. The 
$4,830,738 
450,000‘ for salaries; $950,000 for op- 
eration; $490,000 for buildings, re- 
modeling additions and equipment; 
$100,000 for student labor, and $840,- 
738 for 17 agricultural extension, 
experimental, research, testing and 
survey activities and for treatment 
of crippled children.

Gen. Johnson — 


Lindbergh’s Cour- 
age in Stating War 
Views Regarded 
as National Asset. 


By GEN HUGH 8. JOHNSON 
HIS Lindbergh has stamina. I 
saw and heard him testify be- 
fore Sol Bloom’s House Com- 


mittee on the lease-lend bill. There 


were all-out war men in that tri- 
bunal who at first felt they had 
him as securely tied to the stake 
in front of the fires, as was ever 


a sixteenth century Jesuit mission- 
ary, by any savage Huron or Iro- 
quois tribe of torturers. 
an extreme isolationist. He boldly 
said he didn’t care which side won

in Europe, he hoped neither would, 
he was interested only in perfect- 
ing and preserving the defense 
strength of the United States, 
which he believed:coulc be done 


if we concentrated that strength

serve the British Empire. 


It was not hard to hear the 
sound of knives being whetted on 
the committee rostrum. The 


packed audience almost gasped at 
such audacity.

Cool and Fearless. 


He was impressed with the 
statesmanlike necessity, regardless 
of his own apparent burning con- 
viction, to have this debate pro- 
ceed, as he said several times, “in 
order.” I have known Mr. Bloom 
for years. Under the weight of 
great responsibilities, he rises. 
Woodrow Wilson once said during 
the World War, “take an ordinary 
citizen and subject him to these 
terrific war pressures and the duty 
of fateful national decisions and 
one of two things happens, he 
grows or he swells.” Sol has 
grown even majestically. 

But there was another reason, 
and you could see it permeate 
both committee and audience. It 
was the cool, calm courage, logic 
and fearless frankness of this 
American ex-hero in defense of 
his convictions—like the Jesuit at 
the Iroquois stake. 

When he left the stand, the large- 
ly hostile audience and the over- 
whelmingly hostile political com- 
mittee spontaneously stood in silent 
tribute—and Sol Bloom was the 
first to stand. It was a great tri- 
bute to “Slim,” but it was almost 
as great a tribute to the commit- 
tee and the usual American way 
of looking at things.

In every act of his life, through 
more than one epochal national 
and international incident, he has 
shown a rarely equaled calm, delib- 
erate intelligence and fearlessness 
—and unexampled fortitude — that, 
in his prominence, are not merely 
personal, but national assets. He 
has nothing to gain and a great 
deal to lose by his attitude. He is 
seeking no public or private prefer. 
ment and, by his present stand, is 
bravely courting quite the reverse. 

I don’t see how anybody can read 
his “Letter” without a conviction 
that it is time and past time for 
all of us not only to “stop, look 
and listen” but to begin to question 
the propaganda which is whipping 
us into one of our greatest dangers 
—high time to try to stop the cur- 
rent sheep-herding of our Legisla- 
ture into a headling hysterical 
stampede toward an abyss.

Nazis Open ‘Scientific Institute’ 
For Research on Jewish Question 


Alfred Rosenberg Speaks at Frankfort Cere- 
mony, Beginning Movement for Standard- 
ization of Anti-Semitic Measures.

BERLIN, March 26. 

HE fate of Europe’s Jews has 

been obscured in the more gen- 

eral horror of a world at war, 
but their elimination is proceeding 
as rapidly and efficiently as before 
and is an essential par. of the ex- 
pansion of the “new order.” 

Most attention was focussed to- 
day on Japanese Foreign Minister 
Yosuke Matsuoka’s visit to Berlin, 
but in Frankfort-on-the-Main an- 
other significant ceremony was 


taking place. . Representatives of 
nine nations gathered for the open- 
ing of an “Institute for the Scien- 
tific Investigation of the Jewish 
Question.” 

The most “scientific” result will 
be a movement for the codification 
and standardization of anti-Semitic 
measures throughout that large 
part of Europe which now is under 
German domination. The Voel- 
kischer Beobachter was able, for 
example, to announce recently that 
1941 would see “the final elimina- 
tion of Judaism from the European 
economic sphere and thus the final 
breaking through of all racial 
forces.” 


Library Established. 

The setting of the ceremony was 
the library of 350,000 volumes which 
have been gathered in Frankfort as 
a permanent source of information 
on Jewish questions. The library 
will become, according to the plans 
of Alfred Rosenberg, “special com- 
missioner for the entire spiritual 
and philosophical training of the 
National Socialist party,” a branch, 
or department, of an advanced 
school where Nazi leaders will be 
trained. 

The Voelkischer Beobachter, 
commenting on the ceremony, said 
the library will serve future gen- 
erations “as a constant warning 
and protection against ill-consid- 
ered weakness and precipitate 
changes of opinion.” The Jewish 
question, it said, is being “released 
from its earlier literary and propa- 
gandistic stage and subjected to 
rigid scientific investigation.” 

“Thus,” the paper continued, 
“the party proclaims to the whole 
world the extent to which National 
Socialism feels itself under an 
obligation to science and how little 
justification there .is for the re- 
proach from abroad that it is op- 
posed to science.” . 


Rosenberg Speaks. 

Rosenberg, speaking at the 
opening of the Institute, said it 
was the Reich’s duty “to give a 
complete picture of Jewish activity 
in connection with other peoples.” 

The research will go back 200 
years, he said, adding: 

“Through the victory of National 
Socialism and of German armed 
forces in the past two years, it has 
been made possible to secure hith- 
erto unknown records and to carry 
out this invéstigation. 


“Contrary to the practice of the 
democracies, we have observed the 
results of Jewish behavior, espe- 
cially in its latest phase. Our ex- 
periences have established the poi- 


ilsonousness of Jewish blood in 


the course of their long history, 
even as one detects poisons in cer- 
tain plants. 

“After painful experiments on 
entire nationalities we have 
sought protection of our own racial 
blood, 

« “History will liken the fight of 
the democracies against this awak- 
ening national consciousness,” he 
concluded, “unto the fight of the 
die-hards of the Inquisition period 
against the awakened national cul- 
ture and personal self-conscious- 
ness of the European peoples.” 


Export Commodity. 
Anti-Semitism is not new in Ger 
many or in Europe but it owes its 
current vigor and thoroughness to 
the Nazis. It is definitely an ex- 
port commodity and has flowered 
wherever the economic or military 


| 


Norway and Denmark, where 
there were almost no Jews, had 
representatives at today’s Frank- 
fort meeting. In most of the Bal- 
kans the measures taken have 
been only slightly less thorough 
than in the Reich itself. 

“What German merchant can be 
expected to do business with 
Jews?” asked the Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter article. “It is, therefore, 
understandable that the elimina- 
tion of Jews should have made the 
most progress in the import and 
export business in Southeastern 
European countries.” There is no 
indication that this principle will 
be restricted to the Balkans, 

Any catalogue of measures 
against the Jews, in recent months 
alone, would fill volumes, This 
month, for example, the Reich la- 
bor trustee ordered that, in view 
of the shortage of labor, Jews 
might be employed but only in un- 
skilled work in factories, and on 
such jobs as street cleaning and 
rag picking. But they will get no 
holiday pay, no premium wages, no 
family allowances, no Christmas 
presents, no indemnities for losses 
from air raids or bomb damage. 
Their wages may be reduced “if 
their efficiency is not up to stand- 
ard” and, because they are “ex- 
tluded” from the labor community 
and thus pay no social taxes, they 
will be assessed a special, 15 per 
cent charge. 


Restrictions Elsewhere. 


In Holland and occupied France, 
Jewish businesses must be sold or 
transferred to a trustee with full 
authority to sell or lease. Property 
has been sequestered in Slovakia; 
special street cars have been or- 
dered in Hungary; special identity 
cards have been decreed in Bulga- 
ria; Rumania’s January revolt was 
accompanied by a pogrom. In the 
Watergau and the Government 
general of former Poland walled 
ghettos and the most rigid Westric- 
tions have been introduced. Every- 
where Jews are being excluded

How Use of U.S. 

Shipyards Will 
Help British 

Warships on Convoy 
Duty Will Save 


Long Trips to 
Make Repairs. 


WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 


HE opening of United States 
T navy yards for repair of dam- 
aged British men-o’war may 
give England a great strategical 
advantage in its battle of the At- 
lantic, military experts said today. 
Use of naval repair facilities, au- 
thorized by the “Lease-Lend” Act, 
would not interfere with the United 
States fleet construction program, 
it was said, but their availability 


would increase the British convoy 
efficiency in the Western Atlantic. 


Under the “Lease-Lend” provi- 
sion, it is explained, this country 
is extending to British fighting 
ships, in effect, the same privileges 
accorded to British merchant ves- 
sels. Since the war began, British 
cargo carriers have been putting 
in at private American yards for 
repairs. 


Any repairs to British warships 
in American navy yards would be 
so-called light, or overhaul work, 
the experts say. They assume heavy 
major repairs would continue to 
be handled in British dockyards. 
They emphasized, however, that the 
ability to have light repairs made 
without lost time had great naval 
significance. 


If a British warship on convoy 
duty in the Western Atlantic is 
damaged or needs overhauling, to 
return to an English base would 
mean a voyage of from 2000 to 
3000 miles, part of it through dan- 
gerous waters. The repairs would 
have to be made where air raiders 
might inflict new damages. Then 
the ship would have to retrace its 
course to convoy station. 


With an American navy yard 
open for the repairs, the ship would 
save days, valuable fuel and be 
back on station. much sooner. 


The difficulty of having United 
States yards make major altera- 
tions—such as replacing armor 
plate or ordnance—is that the Brit- 
ish use a different system of meas- 
urements and virtually all their ar- 
mament parts and their ammuni- 
tion differs in size from those used 
by the United States navy. How- 
ever, Britain might find it desir- 
able to ship to this country suffi- 
cient special supplies to handle 
such big work. 


The British made their first re- 
quest last week for the repair of 
a warship here. The Navy Depart- 
ment let that much be known, but 
adopted a policy of silence for the 
future, on the ground that detailed 
information on repair work or ship 
movements “would be of inestim- 
able. military value to enemies of 
a country whose defense the Presi- 
dent deems vital to the defense of 
the United States.” 

Prior to inauguration of this “no 
comment” policy, it was indicated 
the regular refitting, refueling and 
reconditioning of British warships 
soon would be under way. Pacific 
as well as Atlantic bases eventually 
may be used.

Youth Easily Aroused. 


Back of the success of such prop- 
aganda work is a shrewd Nazi ap- 
preciation of Mexican psychology 
and emotional weaknesses. Al- 
though the “Good Neighbor” idea 
is accepted by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment and is slowly gaining 
ground among the people, ancient 
suspicions of the United States are 
still easily aroused. For years, the 
easiest way to get a cheer in Mex- 
ico or attract an audience, has been 
to attack the “imperialistic” aspira- 
tions of the United States.

All the Germans do is direct the 
policy through means of subsidies. 


Latest example of such work is 
the new magazine “Affirmacion.” 
It is directed at Mexican youth and 
plays up all aspects of Mexican cul- 
ture and historical achievement. 
The editor is a Mexican, but the 
policy and backing is outright Fas- 
cist with a Mexican slant. Printed 
in red and black, the magazine 
hammers at the same subjects in 
every issue—hatred of the United 
States, hatred against the Jews 
and support of Germany and Italy. 


‘Quotations from Hitler’s speeches 
are liberally sprinkled through its 
pages, and there are articles pur- 
porting to show how Fascism is 
superior to democracy.

LONDON, March 26, 
ISCOUNT HALIFAX’S speech 
before the Pilgrims of the Unit- 
ed States in New York last 
night confirmed the impression in 
London that the British Govern- 
ment. had not yet formulated its 
peace aims in any detail. 

By coincidence Halifax’ speech 
came at the same time as the an- 
nouncement that J. B. Priestley, 
British novelist and one of those 
most insistent on specification of 
Britain’s peace aims, would discon- 
tinue his Sunday night “post- 
scripts” on the British radio, for 
the time being. This is the second 
vacation Priestley has taken from 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion at the latter’s request, but 
this one; it is indicated, will last 
only about six weeks. 

Priestley has insisted that the 
British Government formulate and 
publish a plan for a better world 
to match Hitler’s “new order” plan 
for a Nazified United States of 
Europe, 

Halifax’ speéch indicates how 
seriously Priestley has been taken 
at No. 10 Downing street. 

So far the British Government 
has contented itself with the gen- 
eral program of “Let’s win the war 
first and talk about a peace con- 
ference afterward.” It has justi- 
fied its attitude on the grounds 
that the war is serious enough to 
occupy its full energies and that 
no plan which could be announced 
at the present time would necessa- 
rily be valid. It also has hesitated 
to announce any plan which might 
play into the hands of the Ger- 
mans by alienating nations which 
are still on the fence. 

It is considered significant that 
Halifax avoided saying anything 
which might be taken as a direct 
slap by either Japan or Soviet 
Russia. He declared that Britain 
is at war “to save our freedom and 
the world’s freedom from being 
murdered as it has been murdered 
in Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Nor- 
way, Denmark, Holland, Belgium 
and France.” He did not say any- 
thing about China, Finland or the 
Baltic states.

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THOSE EMBARRASSING TIE VOTES. 

Vice-President Wallace was entertaining guests at 
luncheon at the Capitol the other day when the roll 
was called on the Argentine canned beef amendment 
to the naval appropriation bill. The vote was 32 to 
32, and had Mr. Wallace been in his chair, he could 
have broken the tie for the administration’s amend- 
ment. When he got back to the chamber, he refused 
to sign the journal—on the advice of some smart par- 
liamentarian, no doubt—and this opened the way for 
another vote. Senator Russell of Georgia and other 
administration Senators were rounded up meantime 
to assure adoption of the amendment. 

A Vice-President of another day may have read of 
Henry Wallace’s second chance with some little bit- 
terness. For Charles G. Dawes of the underslung 
pipe had no second chance. It was at the start of 
the second Coolidge administration in 1925. The roll 
call was on the confirmation of the appointment of 
Charles B. Warren, to be Attorney General. When 
every Senator present had answered, the vote was 
tied 40 to 40 and confirmation was lost. By the time 
administration leaders could hustle “Hell and Maria” 
to the Senate in a taxi, it was too late. Coolidge per- 
sisted and sent the nomination in a second time, but 
it was defeated by an even larger margin. 

All of which reminds us that, whatever his faults 
may have been “Cactus Jack” Garner was a Vice- 
President who was never caught off base, 
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WAR-MONGER OR APPEASER? 

On the question of how far we must go into the 
war, interventionists are fostering the idea that we 
must either fight Hitler or appease him abjectly.

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THE INITIATION FEE RACKET. 

Senator Norris of Nebraska has addressed a very 
interesting, a very reasonable and a very important 
letter to Philip Murray, president of the CIO, and to 
William Green, president of the AFL. 

It is about initiation fees and the rumors of initia- 
tion fees charged by unions engaged in preparedness 
work, Senator Norris has received complaints that 
these are outrageous. He has investigated, and he has 
found ample grounds for the charge in some in- 
stances. Senator Norris is worried for the unions. 

There can be no justification at all for a union de- 
manding an initiation fee of several hundred dollars 
from a workman seeking membership. Here the 
Post-Dispatch agrees completely with Senator Nor- 
ris. We further agree with the Senator that if there 
is not a quick end of it, Congress may be compelled to 
act. What, goes for initiation fees goes for dues, too. 

It is true that most labor organizations are free 
from the taint of this racket, but if the racket is not 
stopped, they will not escape blame, It is also true 
that initiation fees and dues are largely a matter for 
individual locals. These groups pay a small per 
capita tax to their internationals and a smaller one 


to the federation. Locals with reasonable charges are |; 
almost sure to find themselves involuntarily sharing | : 


the blame justifiably heaped on the racketeers. 

In the AFL, especially, there is a strong tradition 
of union autonomy. Even when outvoted and chas- 
tised by an AFL convention, these numerically strong 
unions have been defiant. And time and again they 
have got away with it. That is the one reason the 
AFL is so bedeviled by utterly unjustifiable juris- 
dictional strikes, 

Mr. Green has, as a matter of fact, made only the 
most feeble gestures toward discipline. Take the case 
of the perennial squabble between carpenters and ma- 
chinists in St. Louis. Confronted by it, he throws 
up his hands and talks of union autonomy. 

The course which should be taken by the unions 
in response to the letter from Senator Norris is clear. 
They should purge themselves of the initiation fee 
racket. They should see to it that the purge reaches 
every local in the land. It is little use to point out 
that they do not have the machinery to do this. The 
need was there before the emergency arose. They had 
decades in Which to establish such machinery, 

Meanwhile, those with clean hands had better show 
them to the public, and they had better, as some are 
already doing, take the lead in exposing their rack- 
eteering “brothers.” There are some things that can- 
not be condoned in the name of “labor solidarity.” 
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LORD HALIFAX SPEAKS. 

Great Britain is fighting for freedom and democ- 
racy, Lord Halifax said in his address last night. 
She is fighting to defeat the Germans and to save 
her own life, he added, She is fighting to uphold the 
religious, moral, social and domestic principles of 
Western civilization which the Nazis would destroy. 
After the war, Britain hopes for a peaceful and pros- 
perous .world. 

These statements, as far as they went, were un- 
exceptionable. Lord Halifax set them forth sincerely 
and earnestly. Yet his address, high-minded though 
it was, must have seemed incomplete to many listen- 
ers in this country, and in England as well. For 
the Allies announced the same generalized aims in 
the last war, and the same hopes for the future, 
yet the world’s high expectations were disappointed 
in the present tragic sequel. 

How does Britain propose to rule war out of the 
world when her present fight for self-preservation is 
won? This is no time for detailed plans, Lord Hali- 
fax said, and of course the exact specifications of 
the future must depend on events. But, for the 
sake of averting new disillusionment, a more specific 
statement of war aims would be of immense value. 

Lord Halifax has ably stated the fundamentals on 
which all advocates of democracy can agree. Will 
he, or some other British leader, now give new in- 
spiration to the supporters of his country’s cause by 
lifting the curtain on the new world whose creation 
is to follow military victory? 
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A BOOMERANG HITS McDANIEL. 

Lawrence McDaniel and his machine sponsors find 
themselves in a highly embarrassing position, now 
that six $20,000 damage suits have been filed by 
citizens of Farmington. Five charge that they suf- 
fered defamation of character when falsely described 
in the McDaniel election contest petition as ex-con- 
victs not entitled to vote. The fifth, a woman stated 
in the petition to be an alien, is a native-born Amer- 
ican whose ancestors fought in the Revolution. 

The Farmington charges were merely one item 
among the many pages of McDaniel charges that have 
now been indignantly denied as erroneous by the per- 
sons named. The hastily gathered and unverified ac- 
cusations were presented in an effort to discredit 
Gov. Donnell’s election and nullify his right to the of- 
fice. Now the-charges have proved a boomerang, 
hurtling back through the air to smite the McDaniel 
crowd with devastating effect. It is not Gov. Donnell 
who must answer these charges, but McDaniel. 
Whether the petition’s statements are actionable is 
for the courts to decide, but in any event, the Mc- 
Daniel cohorts have a great deal of explaining to do 
and mollifying to attempt. 

Certainly the people falsely named in the petition 
as dead, dishonest or insane have a right to be heard 
from. McDaniel has been advised by his counsel 
to drop these troublesome charges, but decided last 
week to carry on with them. Now that the boom- 
erang has actually hit him, McDaniel is faced by a 
dilemma, If he drops the charges, he loses three- 
fourths of his lengthy petition, and makes a humili- 
ating confession of error. If he keeps them in, he 
faces some troublesome lawsuits and demands for 
apologies. 

Perhaps McDaniel and his friends, including his 
loyal supporters of the Dickmann-Hannegan machine, 
are beginning to wonder why they brought up the 
subject in the first place.

Revolution is in the air, English economist says, but it means a 
change in ways of thinking, not a political overturn or drift to 
radical ideology; new ideal, he adds, is based on welfare of the citi- 
zen, not of the state; sees old institutions giving way to democracy.

LONDON (by Wireless). 
[- is reported here in London that Ameri- 
can opinion, or large sections of it, ex- 
pects England to “turn Socialist” under 
the pressure of war. 

To some, we are told, this amounts to a 
hope, and they look to England to impel 
the English-speaking peoples a stage or two 
further on the road to the Socialist dream. 
To others, the prospect of a Socialist Eng- 
land is a frightening one and calculated 
to diminish the ardor of their support for 
“Aid to Britain.” But both schools of 
thought agree that the old tradition of 
conservative England is unlikely to survive 
Marshal Goering’s assaults. 

How far is this expectation correct? It 
is very difficult to give a short answer, and 
the major difficulty arises from a different 
meaning of words on the two shores of the 
Atlantic. 

I well remember talking some years ago 
to an eminent member of the Republican 
party. After condemning President Roose- 
velt at great length, my friend brought his 
criticism to a grand climax by exclaiming, 
“Why, he’s nothing but a Socialist.” I re- 
plied, “So is our Prime Minister MacDonald, 
who is regarded by nearly half the electorate 
as an old stick-in-the-mud.” 

So, if you ask me whether post-war Eng- 
land will be a Socialist country and I an- 
swer Yes, I may merely mean that we are 
likely to have a government of Socialists 
like MacDonald, and you would be making 
a mistake in thinking I meant there was 
likely to be a violent upsetting of he estab- 
lished order of society. 

« * 


Similarly, when Americans read that in 
Great Britain trade unions are one of the 
most influential elements in the Govern- 
ment, they conclude that something very 
radical is happening. Actually, the reverse 
is the case. Trade-union leaders are elderly 
gentlemen who want to get higher wages 
for their members, but otherwise wish to 
change nothing. 

Even Ernest Bevin, for all his energy 
and forthright phrases, is fundamentally 
conservative. For the 10 months he has 
been in office as Minister of Labor, he has 
been subject to constant criticism, most 
of it from members of the Conservative 
party, because he won't act drastically. 

British trade unions occupy approximately 
the same place in politics today as the 
Church of England occupied in the last 
century. The doctrines to which they for- 
mally adhere would be as revolutionary if 
put in practice as those of Christianity. 
But the presence of union leaders in the 
Cabinet is no more a portent of revolution 
than the fact that Bishops of the Established 
Church sit in the House of Lords. 

Anything may happen in war, and if 
Great. Britain were defeated in this war 
after a long period of starvation and air 
bombardment, there is no telling what tem- 
porary collapse of the social order there 
might be. But nothing of the sort seems 
in the least probable now. 

What does seem more than probable, 
almost certain, is revolution in ways of 
thinking. Englishmen have had a very 
— shock to discover the plight they 
are in. 

In the war of 1914-18, the great majority 
hoped and expected it would be possible to 
“get back to pre-war” when it was all over. 
This time, no one. cherishes that hope. 
Even those—the wealthy, the established, 


the old—who have most to lose by change 
of any sort, ruefully admit there can be 
no going back. 

And the great majority have no nostalgia 
for the years between the wars—‘“the era 
of humbug and illusion,” as they call it. 
There is a mood of self-examination and 
self-criticism in England today which has 
no parallel in modern times. No element 
in British society is exempt from analysis, 
and wherever a case can be made out for 
change, there will be change. 

* s * 


A symbol of the lengths to which the 
reforming urge is going is the extent to 
which that sacrosanctity, the English sys- 
tem of education—the secret formula that 
produced the gentleman—is coming under 
fire. The Englishman has realized that 
though he may have been ruled by gentle- 
men these 25 years, they were blind gentle- 
men, stupid gentlemen, timid gentlemen, 
weak gentlemen. 

But this revolutionary temper is not run- 
ning along any of the neat grooves of the 
ideologies. Isms have been at very strong 
discount ever since Von Ribbentrop of 
Germany and Molotov of Russia signed 
their pact in August, 1939. For years, Brit- 
ish politics had been pulléd to the right 
and left by imported doctrines. But. that's 
all over now; doctrines of foreigners are 
of little interest. 

Intellectually, Great Britain has turned 
in on herself; she has rediscovered her own 
tradition of empirical reform. It is not 
perhaps a Very logical system or a very 
dramatic or a very ostentatious one. But 
with its doctrines of freedom of responsi- 
bility, it has done more for the material 
advancement of mankind and the liberation 
of the human spirit than any ism ever 
invented. 

Britain’s revolution will proceed in the 
British tradition, It will move by trial and 
error. It will carefully keep intact its 
continuity with the past. But it will be 
neither grudging nor timorous. 

. . * 


In what direction will this wave of “Brit- 
ish revolution”’—that is, of rapid progress 
by evolutionary means—proceed? Will it 
be in the Socialist direction—toward greater 
equality of wealth and wider intervention of 
government in economic affairs? 

Here again, I think we must be careful 
of words, I doubt very much whether Eng- 
land will follow the leadership of professed 
Socialists. The Labor party is not at present 
a very lively or vigorous organism. Its 
trade-union elements,.as I have already ex- 
plained, have almost reached the terminus 
of their ambitions, while its so-called “So- 
cialist intelligentsia” is still dazed by the 
collapse of its Marxist religion. 

These disabilities could be surmounted if 
the Labor party contained a large number 
of competent, hard-headed, shrewd, realistic 
politicians. But it does not. 

Nothing has been more noticeable in 
Winston Churchill’s Government than the 
personal mediocrity of the Labor leaders. 

Leadership is far more likely to come 
from those young men of technical and 
professional competence who are staffing 
the new Ministries and learning about public 
affairs at first hand. Many of them are 
business men in the sense that they have 
made livings in business, but they are not 
men of property.

RITISH WAR AIMS. _| 


NEW YORE, March 26 (AP). 
HE tect of the speech of Lord 
, Halifax, British Ambassador, 
before the Pilgrims . of the 
United States last night follows: 

My last engagement before leav- 
ing England was to meet the Pil- 
grims at a farewell luncheon, given 
to me on the eve of sailing. And 
it is in accordance with tradition 
that the first public speech of a 
new British Ambassador in this 
country should be made to the 
kindly and distinguished audience 
of the Pilgrims of the United 
States. 

I confess that one of my earliest 
feelings on appointment 4s Am- 
bassador to the United States was 
a tremor of apprehension at the 
number of speeches which I might 
be expected to make. Nor was it 
possible for me, except at a price 
that I should have been reluctant 
to ask of you, to find belief in the 
advice once given to me by Lord 
Balfour when.I first entered the 
House of Commons 30 years ago. 
I told him that I felt rather like a 
new boy arriving at a strange 
school. “My dear fellow,” he said, 
“there is never any need to be ner- 
vous in the House of Commons. All 
you have to do is to speak as often 
as you can and as long as you can, 
and you will rapidly lose any sense 
of mercy for your audience as every 
bere always does.” 


Countries Drawing 
Steadily Together. 


The reason of my coming here is 
known to you all, I told your fel- 
low Pilgrims in London some of the 
reasons which had moved me to 
submit to the King the name of 
Philip Lothian to be His Majesty's 
Ambassador at Washington. He 
came to you indeed as no stranger 
but as one who already knew and 
loved your country, and had many 
good friends among you, and was in 
especial degree equipped to under- 
take the task. I little thought at 
that time that it would fall to me 
to succeed him after the tragically 
short period of 16 months. 

But the value of men’s work 
and lives is not to be measured in 
length of days, and I do not hesi- 
tate to say that the year that 
Lothian spent here was the most 
formative and important of his life. 
He had long prepared unconscious- 
ly for it, and when the opportunity 
came, he gave himself without 
stint to that which is the purpose 
of your society, the cause of bet- 
ter understanding between our 
peoples. The fruits of his labor 
stand today for all the world to 
see. He would not, I think, have 
wished any better monument. 

Seldom before in the world’s his- 
tory can so much have depended 
on that understanding—and for 
that reason the Prime Minister 
rightly described this post “as the 
most important at this time which 
any British subject can occupy out- 
side the United Kingdom.” 

Nor is the reason far to seek 
why recent months have seen a 
steady drawing together ‘of’ the 
thought of our two countries. You 
and we have felt from the outset 
that the instinctive reaction of our 
two peoples to the challenge offered 
by the new philosophy of totali- 


the absolute value of every hu- 
man soul; 

Second, the moral principle of 
respect for personality and con- 


science ; 

Third, the social principle of in- 
dividual liberty. This finds its 
expression in two ways; in the 
sphere of politics through equal 
opportunity, justice, and the rule 
of law; economically, through the 
direction of national effort to the 
creation of conditions that may 
bring some real security into the 
daily life of the humblest citizen; 

And finally, the domestic princi- 
ple of the sanctity and solidar- 
ity of the family, which is the 
natural development of the in- 
dividual. 

Unless we build on these founda- 
tions—religious, moral, social and 
domestic—we have no hope of find- 
ing the way of happiness. 


Bill of Rights 
for All Men. 


It is only by slow process that 

man has learnt to apprehend these 
principles. They have come to him 
by Christianity g~nd by other great 
religions. They have drawn vitali- 
ty from the best of human thought 
throughout the centuries. For us 
they are expressed and protected 
by democracy, and that is why we 
value it. There are, of course, oth- 
er nations, who have different sys- 
tems of Government, but who are 
not less concerned than ourselves 
to, secure the way of life which 
these principles reflect. And this 
is because it is on their mainte- 
nance that rights fundamental to 
human life and progress plainly 
rest, 
From those principles, I believe, 
derive rights that, following your 
declaration of independence more 
than 150 years ago, and following 
also that historic speech of your 
President 10 days ago, I would as- 
sert for all men today: 

The right to think, speak and 
act freely within the law, and 
to have free access to the 
thoughts of others; 

The right of -free association, 
both national and international, 
with their fellow men; : 

The right to live without fear 
of aggression, injustice or want; 

The right to believe and wor- 
ship as conscience may dictate. 
It is the vindication of those 
rights that men passionately de- 
sire. 7 
It has sometimes been suggested 
that the tradition of freedom in 
Western Europe is a recent growth 
But the heroic struggle for popu- 
ar Government, continuously 
waged since the early middle ages, 
in my own country as in almost 
every part of Europe, proves con- 
Clusively how old and how widely 
rooted is the idea of freedom. 
America is the creation of men 
who so valued freedom that they 
called a new world into being in 
order to maintain it. The British 
Commonwealth has grown in an 
atmosphere of freedom and — has 
developed the principle and prac- 
tice of self-government. We _ see 
the fruits of it in the march of 
free men from the four corners 
of the earth, men whose loyalty to’ 
the common crown—for them the 
symbol of liberty—has brought 


extend its ravages, and with all the 
experience we had had, I have no 
doubt in my own mind that any 
such arrangement would only have 
served to establish Hitler in a posi- 
tion of still greater strength to at- 
tack the British commonwealth at 
his own selected moment. And cer- 
tainly no pact or treaty ever made 
with Hitler, who has broken nearly 
every international promise he has 
ever made, would either have been, 
or be worth any more than all the 
others made in all good faith by his 
European victims. 
I am not surprised, therefore, 
that the overwhelming sense of 
your people should be to reject 
the new dispensation that with all 
its inevitable consequences Hitler 
seeks to impose upon the world. 
It is sometimes suggested that the 
evil things against which we strive 
are less black than they appear.

It is not only with 
physical invasion that you or I are 
concerned, but with a spiritual in- 
vasion which, if permitted, would 
work greater havoc than all the 
tons of high explosive that it is in 
the power of the German air force 
to unload. 
For human society is ultimately 
subject to the same law that in the 
individual sphere makes it impossi- 
ble for any man to keep his soul 
alive if he consciously permits his 
life to reflect contradictory ideals. 
That, then, is why we are at war 
—to save our freedom and the 
world’s freedom from being mur- 
dered, as it has been murdered in 
Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Norway, 
Denmark, Holland, Belgium and 
France. We will never accept Hit- 
ler’s new order, which is in truth 
a,reversion to the old order before 
men were civilized, and which 
would paralyze them again with 
chains of brutal, selfish and ma- 
terial force, 
We reject it because, as the Pres- 
ident finely said on the sixth of 
January, we prefer that conception 
of a moral order based on noble 
human qualities that Hitler would 
destroy, by which nations and men 
can grow to full stature through 
service freely given to the common 
ood, 
* And so the principal war aim 
of my people and of those who 
are fighting with us is to win 
this life and death struggle for 
the cause of human freedom. 
But even the achievement of 
victory would be dead sea fruit 
unless we can also achieve that 
which must be the greatest peace 
aim, of securing the world, so 
far as it is within human power 
to do so, against a repetition of 
this tragedy.

Lease-Lend Bill’s 
Effect on Europe. 


This common purpose has been 
sealed anew by the recent passage 
into law of the Lease-Lend Act. It 
is difficult to exaggerate what this 
means. Across the seas, in the 
front line, which is Britain, as in 
the hearts of those submerged for 
a time under the German wave, 
there will be felt new confidence; 
in the camp of the enemy new 
doubts; as all alike remember the 
history of the last war and see the 
time surely approaching when the 
weight of this nation must tip the 
scales, 

And if we have felt able, as we 
have, to count upon the increasing 
support of your moral and indus- 
trial partnership in this business, 
we hope that you too have seen 
the bearing of the British people to 
be such as you would have expected 
from your own people if they were 
similarly placed. , 

Certainly, as personality often 
lingers where at some forgotten 
time has been stamped the mark 
of deep human feeling, so day by 
day the number of those places 
grows, which will long speak to any 
Englishman of the courage and 
self-sacrifice that they have seen. 

We are wont to say that we are 
fighting for freedom and for de- 
mocracy—for freedom, as the qual- 
ity of life that we desire; for de- 
mocracy as the system of govern- 
ment which is at once its best ex- 
pression and the surest guarantee 
for itg protection. 

What do we mean when we use 
these large words? 

I can only tell you what I mean, 
and what I know my fellow coun- 
trymen mean, even if they do not 
always translate it into precise 
language; and I do not think you 
will take any different view. 


Principles Essential 
to Life Worth Living. 
There seem to us to be certain 
principles that are essential to life 
as we wish to live it and see it 
lived. These principles are now in 


dire peril, and we believe there- 
fore that we are truly fighting for 


less if the principles on which it 
is built are to be destroyed. 

We do well to remind ourselves 
of what these principles are. They, 
like the iceberg, of which the great- 
er part is out of sight, lie deep 
below the surface of man’s outward 
being.

No Common Ground 
With Nazi System 


Now there is no inch of common 
ground between those who accept 
and reject these principles, or as- 
sert and deny these rights. 

The Nazi system is bondage, bodi- 
ly and spiritual; political and eco- 
nomic. 

According te Nazi philosophy, 
the state both may and must 
claim the whole allegiance of man’s 
body and soul. Truth, conscience, 
mercy, honor, justice, love; where 
these clash with what is held to be 
the over-riding interest of the 
state, they are regarded by Hitler 
as offenses. 

As Hitler plans the world under 
his so-called “new order,” it would 
be divided into Germans, the mas- 
ter race, and other nations, second- 
class peoples, with rights and in- 
terests subordinated to those of 
the ruling caste. 

For Europe such a system in- 
volves the shackling of industry and 
commerce, ruthless compulsion in 
place of free contract, and the per- 
manent enslavement of all peoples. 

But German ambitions do not 
stop at Europe. Already Hitler is 
scheming to overrun great tracts of 
Africa and Asia. 

Across what have now become 
the straits of Dakar the invader of 
Africa, if he could once establish 
undisputed mastery of Europe, 
could swiftly pounce upon your 
Latin neighbors to the south. The 
American continent, a standing 
challenge to German domination, 
could be attacked before it had 
time to arm in self defense. In 
any case the doors of trade in Eu- 
rope; Asia and Africa would» be 
closed to it except on terms laid 
down by Germany. 

Would Hitler attempt this last 
and greatest act of highway rob- 
bery? We cannot tell. Some will 
advance arguments against the 
likelihood of his so acting; he 
might indeed achieve much the 
Same result without actual armed 
attack, Others may surely feel 
with great force that where na- 
tional security is involved it is not 
enough to rest upon a disputed bal- 
ance of probability,

We In Great Britain had to 
answer much the same question for 
ourselves, I have no doubt that at 
the price of allowing Hitler ‘to 
work his will in Europe we could 
at any time in the last few years 
have temporarily reached an under- 
standing between the British com- 
monwealth and the German Reich.

Opportunity to Show 
What Freedom Means. 


This is not the time to appraise 
the several elements which have 
conspired to defraud the deepest 
hopes of men. It may be argued 
that the authors of the Treaty of 
Versailles were over-burdened with 
political problems to the detriment 
of economic. But if so, they are 
not the only people who have made 
mistakes. We must all acknowledge 
part of the responsibility for fail- 
tion in future accept its obliga- 
tions to the general family of na- 
tions. Rights, whether personal or 
national, are always morally linked 
with duties. The spirit that impels 
a good citizen to give willing serv- 
ice in one form or another to the 
state, will imply for the nation a 
readiness in both political and eco- 
nomic spheres to consider the wel- 
fare of its neighbors. 

We for our part are prepared to 
join hands with any state which 
genuinely seeks the and 
prosperity of the world by loyally 
observing engagements and by 
insuring individual liberty within 
its borders. It will be of no value 
to force unwanted associations 
upon unwilling nations. We must 
rather try to create conditions, 
political and economic, in which 
there may grow among the peo- 
ples themselves a real sense of 
their community of interest. 

In the British commonwealth of 


us that nations differing greatly in 
numbers and wealth, in race and 
social structure, can yet freely as- 
sociate together. What has been 
possible for them is not impossible 
for others, and the British com- 
monwealth which, by the quality 
of its resolutions, is the bastion of 
world defense today, may well by 
its geographical dispersion become 
the bridge of greater world unity 
tomorrow, 


World of the Future 
as a Single Whole. 


In many respects’ the world must 
be treated in future as a single 
whole. Since the last war we have 
seen an increasing difficulty in 
securing the distribution of the 
world’s abundance both within and 
across national frontiers, with ad- 
verse effects upon the workers’ 
standard of living everywhere. We 
had hoped to see the vision of plen- 
ty banishing the spectre of scar- 
city; but what in fact we have 
seen has been the failure of men 
to exchange with their fellow men 
the abundant products of both farm 
and factory. When, therefore, vic- 
tory has been won, it must be our 
aim to promote the common inter- 
est in the greatest possible inter- 
change of goods and services. Prob- 
lems involving common needs can 
only be solved by common action. 
We see the urgent need for eco- 
nomic co-operation, and we are 
ready to take.part in plans to pro- 
mote it on a world-wide scale. Our 
aim will be ‘prosperity justly 
shared. Even now we are making 
plans to remedy the impoverish- 
ment which must follow in the 
train of war. We are arranging 
to establish stocks of food and 
raw materials which can be re- 
leased as sOOonm as we can be sure 
that they will be used for this work 
of healing and not for our de- 
struction. " 

This business of rebuilding after 
the war will be a task far beyond 
the strength of any single country. 
Great Britain is resolved to do her 
utmost, but it ig clear that if the 
world is to be brought back to 
health after so devastating a sick- 
ness, it will only be the united 
action of all men and all nations 
of good will. 

It will not be easy, for we may 
be very sure that the upheaval now 
convulsing the nations will not 
leave things as they were. A new 
world is being born of bitter suf- 
fering, and the problems of peace 
will in many ways be more diffi- 
cult than those of war. New needs 
will demand new remedies, and 
there will be room alike for all the 
courage and imagination of youth, 
and all the clear thinking of ex- 
perience that can be rallied to the 
task

Must Show Germany 
Conquest Doesn’t Pay. 


In this war Great Britain seeks 
no selfish end. Its immediate 
cause, as in 1914, was the German 
breach of a treaty on the one hand, 
and the fulfilment of a treaty by 
Great Britain on the other. The 
ultimate cause was Germany's lust 
for world power and the concentra- 
tion of her resources for the single 
purpose of military conquest. 
Therefore, it must be our aim in 
the present war to convince the 
people of Germany that these tra- 
ditional ambitions and methods do 
not pay. 

One of the greatest tragedies of 
this time is that for years German 
youth has been impelled by its rul- 
ers to the pursuit of spurious ideals 
and worship of false gods. The 
gulf that has thus been dug be- 
tween them and our own younger 
generations will take time to 
bridge. And therefore after the war 
is over, and until we can be satis- 
fied of Germany's co-operation, I 
can hardly doubt that nations re- 
solved to preserve both peace and 
freedom must needs retain suffi- 
cient armed strength to make their 
will effective. 

I dare to hope that in this ag in 
other matters our two peoples will 
appreciate the immense responsi- 
bility that will jointly rest upon 
them; and that, in the words of Pas- 
cal, “we may combine justice and 
power, making what is just strong, 
and what is strong, just.” So may 
the spirit of our co-operation de- 
serve and win the support of all 
other peoples, like-minded with our- 
selves to strengthen the founda- 
tions of world society. 

Thus only will it be possible to 
ensure that neither Germahy nor 
any other nation shall revert, or 
have any reason to revert, to those 
policies which have plunged Eu- 
rope into five wars within the last 
80 years.

(AP).—Bombardment and blockade 
are expected by the British to cost/ 
Italy its Dodecanese Islands, where 
Italian garrisons already face seri- 
ous shortages of food and war sup- 
plies. 

The 12 rocky islands off the Ae- 
gean coast of Turkey, have been 
cut off from Italy for months by 
the British fleet, 

The more important ones, 
Rhodes, Leros and Scarpanto, from 
whose bomber and submarine bases 
Premier Mussolini had expected to 
strike at Egypt and Greece, have 
been bombed heavily, and the Brit- 
ish navy gave Scarpanto one se- 
vere shelling. : 

Shortages of gasoline and war 


supplies on the islands were given 
by the British as one reason for 
the dwindling of Italian air attacks 
in the last few months. 

The British have shown no dis- 
position to rush a cleanup of the 
islands by landings, however, tak- 
ing the position that blockade 
would starve out the Fascist forces, 

Lowered. Morale. 

They said morale of the garrisons 
had been lowered steadily. Refu- 
gees from the islands were quoted 
as saying talk of revolt was spread- 
ing among the Greek population, 
which outnumbers Italians 12 to 
one. 

The Dodecanese Islands belonged 
to Turkey until 1912 when, during 
the Tripolitanian War, Italian 
forces seized them, aided by native 
islanders who hoped for autonomy. 
Turkey formally ceded the Dode- 
canese, and a thirteenth island, 
Castelrosso, to Italy in 1924. 

The British point to the fact that 
the Mediterranean fleet has just 
escorted another convoy past the 
islands without a single challenge 
by Italian planes or warships as 
indicative of the military impotence 
of the Dodecanese forces. 

Nazis Keep Away, Too. 

The swing also failed to provoke 
a mass attack by German planes, 
although choice targets — battle- 
ships, cruisers and aircraft car- 
riers—came within easy range of 
Nazi dive bomber bases. 

There were three brushes during 
this latest week-long voyage with 
single Juners-88 dive bombers, one 
of which was knocked down for 
certain and the other two winged 
and possibly downed.

Missouri Senate Committee 
Recommends No Amendments 
to ‘Baby Health’ Measure. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 26 
(AP).—A “baby health bill” aimed 
at the control of congenital syph- 
ilis was recommended for passage 
yesterday by the Senate Public 
Health Committee. 

The bill, introduced by Senator 
Allen McReynolds (Dem.), Car- 
thage, provides for blood tests of 
expectant mothers. Those afflict- 
ed with syphilis would be placed 
under supervision of the State 
Board of Health for treatment, 
which would be free for indigent 
persons. 

Proponents told the committee 
the measure would “save the health 
of 2300 Missouri babies every year.’ 
They estimated 1800 syphilitic 
babies are born annually in the 
State and that hundreds of others 
are stillborn because of the disease. 

The committee recommended no 
amendments to the measure, which 
is sponsored by the Missouri Social 
Hygiene Association. Representa-

Assails House 
Democrats for Violating 
‘State Constitution. 


Post-Dispatch. 


Representative O. B. Whitaker, 
veteran Republican legislator from 
Hickory County, assailed Demo- 
cratic members of the House today 
for the hiring of more than 40 il- 
legal clerks in violation of the 
State Constitution, and opposed a 
proposed $20,000 appropriation to 
pay their salaries. 


The House originally voted an 
appropriation of $77,400 to pay for 
about 80 extra-legal clerks hired by 


jthe House and Senate, but after 


Gov. Forrest C. Donnell said he 
would not approve the expenditure, 
the item was dropped and the ex- 
tra clerks were cut off the payroll. 
However, a $20,000 appropriation 
was proposed to pay the salaries 
of the clerks for work done since 
about Feb. 1, on the ground the 
Legislature was morally obligated 
to pay them wages due for the 
period. 

Whitaker asserted the House had 
never authorized the hiring of the 
extra clerks, and he told repentant 
Democratic members that the il- 
legal clerks were put on the pay- 
roll “in spite of, and despite, the 
Constitution, and in violation of 
our oaths, as legislators, to uphold 
the Constitution of the State.” 

He pointed out that the Demo- 
crats took 74 of the 75 legal clerks 
permitted the House under the Con- 
stitution for use by their 85 mem- 
bers, and gave the Republicans, 
with 65 members, only one clerk. 
“If your conscience doesn’t make 
you feel mean, little and measley 
for that, nothing I can say will,” 
Whitaker said. ‘ 

He made reference to the fact 
that the legislative session had 
been delayed six weeks by the Dem- 
ocratic partisan scheme to deprive 
Gov. Donnell of his office, and as- 
serted that as a result Republican 
members were being forced to serve 
on salaries of $1 a day. 

“Many of the gentlemen on the 
other side are better off than we 
are,” Whitaker said. “Many of 
their clerks, who still get $5 a day, 
are their wives ‘and children, so 
they are getting $6 a day for stay- 
ing here.” 

The House, however, went ahead 


and approved the $20,000 appropria- ‘an 


tion. The item was recommended 
by a conference committee of the 
House and Senate, which had been 
called to settle differences between 
the houses on the omnibus appro- 
priation bill, which carries about 
$3,700,000 for support of various 
State, boards and bureaus for a six- 
month period, ending June 30. 


FRENCH ZONES TO EXCHANGE

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Asks Federal Government 
to ‘Put Them Down’ So

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26.— 
The House of Representatives 
adopted a resolution today asking 
the Federal Government to take 
necessary steps by enactment of 
laws or executive order, to “put 
down strikes and disorders” in in- 
dustrial plants so that the national 
defense program may for forward 


expeditiously, economically and 
harmoniously. 

The resolution, introduced by 
Representative Esser (Rep:), Coop- 
er County, was adopted without 
discussion or a dissenting vote. 

The resolution asks the Federal 
Government to act to prevent 
strikes so that boys in army camps, 
serving at $1 a day will be assured 
that they will not be handicapped 
by the lack of necessary equipment 
and materials. 

Copies of the resolution will be 
gent to President Roosevelt, Con- 
gress, the Secretary of War and 
Secretary of Labor. 

Two Amendments. 

Two proposed constitutional 
amendments designed to remove 
any question as to the legality of 
appropriations made by the Legis- 
lature for payment of direct relief 
and aid to dependent children were | 
introduced in the House by Repre- 
sentative Sunderwirth (Rep.), Ce- 
dar County. 

The amendments provide that 
nothing in: the Constitution shall be 
construed as prohibiting the Legis- 
lature from granting or authorizing 
the granting of aid to dependent 
children and assistance to needy 
persons. 

The State has been making ap- 
propriations for relief and aid to 
dependent children for several 
years without their legality being 
challenged in any court action. 
However, the question as to wheth- 
er they actually were valid fre- 
quently has been raised in both 
houses. 

The joint and sconcurrent resolu- 
tions introduced by Sunderwirth, 
if approved by both houses, would 
submit the propesed constitutional 
amendments to voters of the State 
in the next general election. 

The Missouri Constitution was 
amended in 1932 to authorize legis- 
lation establishing old-age pensions. 

Bill to Limit Governor. 

Senator C. S. Duncan (Dem.), 
Fayette, introduced a bill making 
the Governor ineligible to election 
to any other State office or to the 
office of United States Senator dur- 
ing the term for which he was 
elected. 

The Senator, explaining his bill, 
which obviously was the outgrowth 
of the senatorial campaign last 
year, said that its purpose was “to 
keep the Governor's mind on the 
business of the State and to break- 
ing up the practice of putting the 
‘lug’ on State employes for political 
campaign purposes.” 


7-BILLION AID BILL DELIVERED 
TO ROOSEVELT BY NAVY PLANE 


Taken With Other Mail From Mi- 
ami, Fla., to Undisclosed Spot 
Where President Is Fishing. 
MIAMI, Fla., March 26 (AP).—A 
Mavy plane delivered to President 
Roosevelt today the $7,000,000,000 
British-aid appropriation bill for 

his signature. 

The bill was inclosed in a big 
leather White House dispatch case. 
It was brought here last night by 
Postal Inspector L. J. White and 
went along with other mail to the 
undisclosed spot off the Florida 
coast where the President is fish- 
ing. 


BLUE STAMPS TO BUY CARROTS 


Fresh Vegetable Will Replace Rice 
and Pears in April. 

Fresh carrots will replace rice 
and pears on the list of surplus 
eommodities purchaseable with blue 
food stamps in St. Louis for the 
month of April, the Surplus Mar- 
keting Administration of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture announced today. 

Other surplus foods available to 
relief recipients through the stamp 
plan are grapefruit, oranges, ap- 
pies, eggs, beans, hominy, onions, 
Irish potatoes, butter, raisins, white 
and graham flour, lard, pork and 
corn meal.

“As may be seen, the Hast player 
who opened the bidding with one 
club fared better than his opponent 
who started with one no trump. 
Actually, however, the club bidder 
should have come in for severe 
punishment, because the four heart 
contract should have been ‘wrapped 
up.” Notice the vast difference if 
South had played shrewdly, as fol- 
lows: 

“South ruffs the second club, 
leads to the spade ace and returns 
a spade. East wins and leads an- 
other club. South ruffs with the 
jack (or queen) and cashes the 
spade queen. Now he can’t be forced 
again in clubs. A low diamond is 
lead to dummy and East can do no 
better than win and return a dia- 
mond. Dummy wins and leads the 
heart ten. Now, whether or not 
East covers, the heart king can 
easily be picked up, and declarer 
can always ruff his last spade in 
dummy. Neat, eh what?—A. M., 
New York.” 


Very neat, indeed! No further 
comments are required on the 
proper play at four hearts, I should 
like to emphasize, however, what 
my correspondent implied, that the 
one no trump bid by East, eminent- 
ly proper under the new Culbertson 
system, kept South entirely quiet 
and thereby deprived him of the 
opportunity to distinguish himself 
(and, incidentally, roll up a lot of 
points) at a four heart contract.

WHY IS IT CALLED “PORTER?” 


Deriving its taste, appearance 
and flavor from the use of well- 
dried malt and hops, why should 
this tonic, full-bodied and not par- 
ticularly intoxicating drink be 
called porter?

“It was customary,” writes one 
Malone, a researchist of a former 
generation, “for the drinkers of 
malt liquors to call for a pint or 
tankard of half-and-half, and in 
course of time it became common 
to call for a tankard of three- 
thirds, meaning a third of ale, a 
third of beer, and a third of two- 
penny. 

“To avoid the inconvenience of 
going to three casks for ‘every 
draught of ale, a brewer conceived 
the idea of making a liquor which 
should partake of the united flavors 
of ale, beer and two-penny. 

“He did so, and succeeded, call- 
ing it entire, or entire butt; and as 
it was « very healthy and naurish- 
ing liquor, suitable for porters and 
other working people, it obtained 
the ‘name of porter.”

This is the second of three articles 
by Capt. Mackey, pilot and sole sur- 
vivor of the military plane which 
crashed in the frozen wilderness of 
Newfoundland. on Feb. 21, killing Sir 
Frederick Banting, noted scientist, and 
two members of the crew. i 


ERE in the Newfoundland 

wastes, far off the path of any 

normal aid, was the wreckage 
of my plane. The snow that had 
been falling the night of our crash 
had all but hidden its wreckage. 
It was up against brush and trees, 
where its shape would not easily 
be recognized from the air. It 
seemed a completely hopeless sit- 
uation. I was tempted to surren- 
der all hope and simply join my 
comrades by lying down and sleep- 
ing then and there. But in my 
two-mile exploration I had fallen 
into a spring hole of some sort 
and got wet up to my waist. I 
changed my flying clothes, but this 
had given me a good long drink 
of water. 

One thing that pressed me ter- 
ribly all through my four-day ex- 
perience was thirst. Where the 
plane had crashed, one wheel had 
made a hole through the river or 
lake ice, and open water remained 
there unfrozen, but covered with 
a heavy film of gasoline. I could 
think of no way of reaching the 
water under the gasoline, and that 
hole remained through all the pe- 
riod of my waiting, a constant 
temptation. 

There was food in the ship, sand- 
wiches and oranges which I had 
brought from a recent trip to 
Florida and which I had presented 
to Flying Officer Bird, my naviga- 
tor, to take home to his family in 
England. And numerous tins of 
emergency rations, a sort of choco- 
late compound. After my two-mile 
exploration, which had taken near- 
ly six hours of,time in the snow 
and against the wind, I ate a lit- 
tle; then dug a pit in the snow 
alongside the wreckage and 
wrapped myself in overcoats, with 
an engine cover beneath me, and 
tried to sleep. 

That was my second night. I 
was extremely uncomfortable but 
managed to spend the night, though 
I thought dawn would never come. 
But when it came, I had ‘suffi- 
ciently rested and got control of 
my ideas to the extent that I real- 
ized I must formulate some basic 

lan. My experiences fighting 

rough the snow for a mere two 
miles_ the day before had taught 
me that the only way a desperate 
man achieves anything in such 
circumstances as these is by the 
adoption of a plan, however small. 

Time after time, the day. before, 
I had believed I would never make 
my way back to the plane. But 
by the simple device of giving up 
all hope of that ultimate goal] and 
concentrating what effort I could 
command on-a much smaller goal 
— certain rock 50 feet away, a 
tree a hundred feet away—I had 


‘managed to eke out my energy and 


reach the plane itself. ‘This taught 
me that I must organize my world, 
as far as it remained, and I chose 
a large rock, about 50 yards from 
the wreckage, as my headquarters. 

It took me nearly an hour to 
work to my feet that second morn- 


and face caked with blood. But I 
reached the big rock and taking 
pencil and paper, I there made a 
Met ef everything that I had 


set about studying my map. I had, 
even the day before, seen or heard 
several planes; but I realized the 
extreme improbability of being 
sighted in the great expanse of 
Newfoundland. I had made 
eral attempts to build a fire, but 
found that any sticks or twigs I 
was able to break by hand were 
much too filled with frost to burn. 


For the first and only time in my 
life, I had no pocket knife. I don’t 
know yet how I came away with- 
out it. There was no ax in the 
ship and any other tool that might 
have served me had been thrown 
overboard into the sea when we 
had first got into engine difficul- 
ties. I had found my emergency 
equipment in the snow some dis- 
tance from the wreck but my 
Very pistol, my signal pistol, was 
lose somewhere in the snow. 

Already, on this second morning, 
I could hear the distant sound of 
planes. But without a fire and 
with no means of signaling, I had 
begun to give up hope of attracting 
attention from the air. I. well 
knew the difficulties of spotting 
so small a mark as this snow- 
manteled bit of wreckage from 
he air, I had a long talk with 
myself. I really talked. I debated 


the whole situation aloud and re- 


minded myself patiently of the ab- 
solute necessity of organizing what 
resources I had for their maximum 
use. This talk helped me wonder- 
fully. I began to see that I had a 
fighting chance. 

Before I left the big rock where 
I had taken inventory of the situa- 
tion, I had decided that I would 
get out even if it took me a month. 
My plan, carefully itemized, was to 
stay by the ship until the next day. 
Should the weather remain flyable, 
I would remain still another day. 

‘If the weather was not flyable and 

no plane likely to come near, I 
would set out in a westerly direc- 
tion. I had my maps, and to the 
best of my figuring, I could inter- 
cept a railway approximately 25 
miles due west of my position. 

I calculated that with a new set 
of snowshoes, made from the ply- 
board map locker of the ship, and 


_ with a toboggan made of the metal 
* cowling 


of one of the engines, I 
could make five miles a day. If I 
could only make one mile a day, I 
could make the railway in 25 days.

MONG the items I inventoried 
and found in the ship were two 
red flares, which I decided to 
take along for signals to stop trains 
when I reached the railway. I 
spent much of the second day and 
part of the third removing one of 
the two compasses from the ship. 
This I checked with the other 
compass that remained in the ship, 
knowing that due to the dislocation 
of corrective magnets in removing 
the one compass, I would throw it 
several degrees out. I carried the 
compass ‘some distance from the 
ship and calculated that its error 


. was 20 degrees. This gave me a 


bearing to work on in my journey 
out to the railway. 

I took only four sandwiches and 
a few tins of emergency ration. I 
took shrouds ¢rom the parachutes 
to use as snares for rabbits, whose 
tracks I saw plentifully all about. 


I did not know how to go about 


snaring rabbits, but I had the feel- 
ing that if I had to learn, doubt-

the three days, and he sang most 
cheerfully—directly to me. He was 
twice the size of a sparrow and of 
a brown color, with a bill a little 
longer than the average bird.

And as he was 
the only living thing I saw in those 
four days, and ag he kept remind- 
ing me—often in the most hope- 
less hours—of life, I am most grate- 
ful to him.

URING this day, many planes 
J) passed within hearing and a 

few within sight. I had rigged 
up a signal fire by dragging togeth- 
er what trees I could of those struck 
down in the crash, pouring gaso- 
line over them. During this sec- 
ond day, I lit this signal fire three 
times, when planes passed in the 
distance, The gasoline would burn 
but the frost-bitten trees would not 
ignite. 


That third night was cold and 
clear with a brisk wind, so I curled 
up in a new pit I had dug in the 
snow by the big rock that was my 
headquarters. With overcoats over 
me and the canvas engine cover 
under me, and a motor cover to 
break the wind, I managed to get 
through the night. I was so sore 
and stiff at daybreak that it took 
another hour to get to my feet. 


By now I had my toboggan made, 
my compass pried free and cor- 
rected. I had matches, but I filled 
a small brilliantine bottle with 
gasoline to fill my lighters, In 
searching the pockets of my com- 
rades for a knife, I had found 
cigarettes, a razor blade and other 
items. From the elastic release 
cord of two of the parachutes I 
contrived elastic harness for my 
new makeshift snowshoes. The 
first pair I had made I had fas- 
tened to my feet with friction tape, 
which allowed no lift of the heel 
and made it extremely awkward 
to walk. With the elastic loops I 
made from the parachute cords, I 
had an almost perfect harness. 

Many times during this day planes 
came in sight and I relighted my 
signal fire. I used seat cushions, 
a life preserver and a grease- 


soaked engine cover, igniting them 


was gas in the hope that they would 
create smoke, but none of them 
did. I was suffering intensely from 
thirst, and though I ate snow con- 
stantly it did not slake my thirst. 
But this fourth day, I found a 
depression on the top of this big 
rock which had become my head- 
a. 50 yards from the plane, 
and in this I ignited a pool of gaso- 
line and succeeded in heating snow, 
making my first warm since 
the crash. 

Frederick Griffin found some 
half burned oranges on this big 
rock some days after. He rightly 
presumed that I had been trying 
to melt the oranges. The sand- 
wiches and oranges had all been 
frozen by the first morning of the 
crash. I did succeed in eating three 
or four oranges by taking them to 
bed with me, and placing them 


against my body during the night. 


They would be at least half thawed

out by morning. 

Physically my condition was 
greatly improved by the fourth day. 
Perhaps not in reality, but at least 
I felt better, the effects of the 
shock had worn off and I had stead- 
ily got a better control of myself 
through the device of concentrating 
all my attention on a plan of es- 
cape. I went to bed in my pit in 
the snow for the fourth night and 
in preparation for the morrow, 
which would be the fourth day. 
And on that day, if it were not fine, 
I would set out. I slept with few 
interruptions the night through and 
woke to a fine, clear day. 

My toboggan lay packed and 


ready. From it I had taken away 
every little item that did not win a 
place by sheerest need. I think it 
weighed in all, with its two over- 
coats and five-pound compass, about 
40 or 50 pounds. It was a real ef- 
fort to haul it. It was a great 
temptation to depart. But I held 
back the desire to give this last, 
fourth, day one more chance to the 
searching aircraft to spot me. 

In any vagrant thoughts I had 
entertained as to rescue, I had a 
strong feeling that among those 
searching would certainly be my old 
friend, Jim Allison, a Texan. More-

Economical Menus ®y Meta Given Soybean Soup 


OYBEANS are a “new” veg- 
§ etable to many American house- 

holds that know them only by 
hearsay. As compared with our fa- 
miliar table beans, soybeans are 
higher in food value; dry soybeans 
have about one and one-half times 
as much protein and 12 times as 
much fat as other kinds of dry 
beans, but only about half as much 
carbohydrates. They are a good 
source of the essential minerals, 
calcium, phosphorus and iron, and 
of vitamin Bl and B2. Their nutri- 
tive value is quite out of proportion 
to their small cost. 

Soybean soup is one simple way 
of utilizing these unfamiliar beans. 
Another use, one that will make a 
hit with the children turns them 
into salted soy nuts. Wash the 
dried soybeans and soak them over- 
night; then drain and spread them 
out on a towel at room tempera- 
ture until the surface is dry. Fry 
a few at a time in deep fat heated 
to 350 degrees F., for eight to ten 
minutes or until golden brown. 
Drain on absorbent paper and sprin- 
kle with salt while still warm. These 
soy nuts are just as good as salted 
peanuts and provide an excellent in- 
troduction to soybeans.
